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In  the  second  half  year  1981,  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
140,391,310  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.56%.  The  received 
a total  of  $18,752,186.43  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.36  per  hundredweight 
for  al 1 milk  sold. 

In  the  second  half  year  1982,  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
146,029,235  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.60%.  They  received 
a total  of  $19,394,714.14  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.28  per  hundredweight 
for  all  milk  sold.  (These  prices  represent  payment  before  freight  allowances  from  farm- 
to-plant  were  withheld  and  does  not  represent  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  production 
or  value.)  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  producers  produced  an  additional  7,995,046 
pounds  of  milk  in  Montana  during  this  period.  The  milk  tested  at  an  average  weighted 
test  of  3.68%  and  the  producers  received  a total  of  $1,061,823.99  gross  before  frieght  at 
a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.28.  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  producers 
production  is  marketed  by  Gallatin  Dairies  Inc.  and  included  in  Area  I,  but  producers  are 
paid  by  an  out-of-state  cooperative  in  Washington  State. 

As  of  December  31,  1982,  there  were  12  in-state  distributors  or  processors  15  out- 
of-state  distributors,  77  in-state  jobbers  who  contract  with  in-state  distributors,  4 import 
jobbers  who  contract  with  out-of-state  distributors,  10  producer-distributors  who  produce 
and  sell  their  milk  on  farmstead.  297  producer  licenses  were  issued  to  producers  selling 
in  the  state  of  Montana  (13  of  these  were  producers  living  out-of-state  and  23  of  these 
were  living  in-state  and  selling  to  out-of-state  cooperative). 

Producer  and  producer-distributor  license  applications  indicated  there  were  22,383 

Grade  'A'  dairy  animals  in  Montana  (this  number  includes  those  belonging  to  Montana  producers 

living  out-of-state  and  producers  living  in-state  selling  to  out-of-state  cooperative).

These  22,383  cows  produced  -154,024,280  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  (an  average  of  6,881 

pounds  each)  during  the  period  at  an  average  butterfat  test  of  3.60%.  The  number  of  cows 
belonging  to  producers  only  was  22,025,  this  includes  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  cows 
and  out-of-state  cows  selling  into  the  state  of  Montana.  Their  production  was  154,024,281 
pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  (an  average  of  6,993  pounds  per  cow)  over  the  period.

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In  the  year  1981,  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
275,302,769  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.54%.  They  received 
a total  of  $37,001,917.19  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.44  per  hundredweight 
for  all  milk  sold. 

In  the  year  1982,  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
289,019,496  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.58%.  They  received 
a total  of  38,039,358.36  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.16  per  hundredweight 
for  all  milk  sold.  (These  prices  respresent  payment  before  freight  allowances  from  farm- 
to-plant  were  withheld  and  does  not  represent  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  production 
or  value).  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  producers  produced  an  additional  15,467,162 
pounds  of  milk  in  Montana  during  this  period.  The  milk  tested  at  an  average  weighted 
test  of  3.65%  and  the  producers  received  a total  of  $2,015,315.09  gross  before  freight  at 
a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.03.  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  producers 
production  is  marketed  by  Gallatin  Dairies  Inc.  and  included  in  Area  I,  but  producers  are 
paid  by  an  out-of-state  cooperative  in  Washington  State. 

Producer  and  producer-distributor  license  applications  indicated  there  were  22,383 
Grade  'A'  dairy  animals  in  Montana  (this  number  includes  those  belonging  to  Montana  pro- 
ducers living  out-of-state  and  producers  living  in-state  selling  to  out-of-state  cooperative.) 

These  22,383  cows  produced  305,864,073  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  (an  average  of 
13,665  pounds  each)  during  1982  at  an  average  butterfat  test  of  3.60%.  The  number  of  cows 
belonging  to  producers  only  was  22,025.  This  includes  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association 
cows  and  out-of-state  cows  selling  into  the  state  of  Montana.  Their  production  was 
304,486,658  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  (an  average  of  13,825  pounds  per  cow)  over  the  period. 

Based  on  figures  from  a provisional  estimate  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the  population 
of  Montana  for  the  year  was  801,723.  The  cost  to  consumers  for  the  Milk  Control  program 
(based  on  fluid  milk  consumption  only)  was  .002430  per  quart.  Converting  all  milk  products 
used  by  consumers  to  milk  equivalents  (including  cottage  cheese,  ice  cream,  hard  cheese, 
and  butter)  the  cost  of  the  program  to  consumers  was  $0.001533  per  quart  or  approximately 
1.5  mils. 

The  above  calculations  are  based  on  a total  expenditure  by  this  agency  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1982,  or  $231,719.89. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  fluid  milk  in  Montana  using  the  above  population  figures 
was  236.82  pound  or  109.89  quarts.  Per  capita  consumption  of  all  milk  products  was 
345.72  pounds.
